Dear Mr. attorney General; 

Following the meeting o f the Security Council on 
September 2v, which you attended, I hare reviewed the 
problems of this Agency from the viewpoint of the adequacy 
of existing authorities. The Central Intelligence Agency was 
established by Section 102 of the National Security Act of 1947, 

It was given certain statutory duties which it is to perform under 
the direction of the National Security Council. A series of National 
Security C ouncil directives have bean promulgated which cover 
adequately all functions of the Agency presently being performed or 
in immediate prospect. Consequently, we can foresee no need for 
any formal action by the President or any legal requirement for 
Presidential signature to enable this Agency to continue to carry 
out its duties.
